requested, Judge rules 


Do you have the constitutional right to 
buy and receive obscene material through 
the mail if you request it? 

Yes, said U.S, District Court Judge 
Thomas J, MacBride Wednesday in Sac- 
ramento, 

The ruling extends a US, Supreme 
Court decision in a Georgia case last 
year, Mere possession of obscene mater~ 
jal, the Court ruled, is no longer 2 crime, 

MacBride said; ‘‘I start with the propo- 
sition that the government may not legis- 


late to control what books or films a 
person may possess in his house regard- 
less of their content. 


“If the government no substantial 
interest in preventing 4 citizen from 
reading books and watching films in the 
privacy of his home, then clearly it can 
have no greater interest in preventing 
or prohibiting him from aquiring them.”’ 

Judge MacBride’s decision is expected 
to be appealed tothe nation’s highest court. 
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Butz denies cultural 
programs budget request

In action subsequent to the Academic 
Senate’s April 8 vote of support for reten- 
tion of the college’s line item budget to 
Cultural Programs Committee, Dr, Otto 
Butz declined the request to reinstate the 
allocation, 

Biil #59, the last item on the agenda of 
the April 8 meeting death with Charles 
Gregory’s request that the Academic 
Senate call on Dr. Butz to return the 
$3500 he had removed from the Cultural 
Programs Committee budget. The Aca- 
demic Senate voted 23 yeas, one no and 
three abstentions to request that the 
President return the allocation. In 2 
letter to William Neuman, Chairman of 
the Academiic Senate, dated April 20, 
Butz refused the request, ‘‘! am instead 
reaffirming my prior decision which I 
explained to Professor Gregory during 
the budget hearings, to use this money to 
fund one or two major scholarly symposia, 
to be arranged by the central adminis- 
tration in consultation with the academic 
deans and division chairmen. My reason 
for this decision is as follows: 

‘Cultural Programs, which in the 
current year is spending some $24,000 
of ASSSC funds, specializes in lectures 
and symposia designed principally to 
supplement the on-going educational ex- 
periences of the campus. Cultural Pro- 
grams has arranged no symposia with 


specially prepared original scholarly pap- 
ers which ht ve subsequently been com- 
bine’ and edited into a commercial pub- 
lication and thus made available to the 
larger California and national academic 
communities. Yet such preplanned, scho- 
larly and pubiication-oriented symposia, 
using our own faculty as well as appro- 
priate off-campus scholars, are well 
within the means which the state line 
item for speakers provides to us, And 
they are, I believe, one important way 
in which we can enhance and extend the 
academic reputation of Sacramento State 
College.”’ 

Butz went on to say that, ‘‘it isn’t a 
willfulness on my part, it’s just that we 
need to be put on the map.’ This was 
because members of the Cultural Pro- 
grams Committee were incensed with his 
original removal of the budget item, 

Asked whether he would take charge 
of organizing these symposia, Butz coun- 
tered with the statement in his letter to 
Neuman, ‘‘Since the Cultural Programs 
Committee has in the past not appeared 
interested in this particular type of pro- 
ject, and in any case, appears to favor 
lectures and symposia devoted to the 
discussion of contemporary issues rather 
than the development of more scholarly 
and publication-minded productions, I am 
assigning responsibility for the latter to 
the central administration, working with 
the academic deans and division 
chairmen.”’ 


Hornet Foundation 
approves another 
contractor for 

vending machines

The Hornet Foundation Board of Direc- 
tors has approved another contractor with 
the Servomation Central Company to 
operate its vending machines on the Sac- 
ramento State College campus. 

This action came after the Board of 
Directors voted to terminate its present 
contract with Servomation Central and 
seek bids from other companies earlier 
this year. According to the old contract, 
various organizations where the vending 
machines were located received 13% of 
the gross sales by the Hornet Foundation, 
Servomation Central will pay 18.9% of the 
gross sales. 

William C, Webb, the Hornet Founda- 
tion director, pointed out that the Servo- 
mation Ceatral Company was not the same 


company which operated the cafeteria last 
fiscal year 1969. That company was 
Servomation Dutchess which operated the 
cafeteria at a loss to the Hornet Founda- 
tion of approximately $38,000 in fiscal 
year ’69, That contract was terminated 
last August and the Hornet Foundation 
is presently managing the cafeteria itself, 
Webb also stated that the profit made 
by the Hornet Foundation in the last nine 
months ending March, 1970 was $126,000 
as compared to $45,000 made in nine 
months ending in March 1969, The fiscal 
year 69 profit was $35,900, Itisexpected 
that the total profit for this fiscal year 
will similarly go down because of the usual 
losses occuring during the summer, 
Webb also announced that the Board of 
Directors plans to review all the prices 
charged by the Hornet Foundation’s oper- 
ations to see where prices can be reduced,

Housewives can

Ecology-minded housewives in 
Ann Arbor, Michigan, are doing 
their part to reduce the deterio- 
ration of their lakes and streams 
by simply not using phosphate- 
laden detergents and cleaning 
agents. As many as 3,000 women 
are relearning traditional ways of 
doing their laundry and household 
cleaning with baking soda. 

Since phosphates are a nutrient 
for water-strangling algae, by not 
using one pound of phosphates, 
they are eliminating 82.6 pounds 
of algae in the Great Lakes, The 
fast-growing group is teaching 
others how to use baking soda 
for all their cleaning purposes, 
and is even staking out laundro- 
mats so that more people are 
converted to the use of phosphate- 
free soap and soda.
